The movement started as a 


demonstration by unemployed. 


Thousands of idle men made 


up a great procession which 
moved toward White Hall and 
Downing-st, the seat of the gov- 
ernment buildings. 


Premier Lloyd George at the time 


1 was conferring with 14 mayors of Lon- 


don districts upon the problem of un- 
employment. 


When it was seen that the demon- 


strators were going1 to break thru the 
police cordon at the entrance of Down- 
In^-st heavy reinforcements of police- 
men, were sent to protect No. 10 Down- 
ing-st. A furious struggle developed 
outside the premier's residence. The 
leader of the demonstration was pulled 
from his horse and arrested. The red 
flag was torn to strips and seized by 
the police.

The marchers attacked the police 


with stones and the police retaliated 
with their batons. Many windows were 
smashed. 


The demonstration 
o*f unemployed 


was planned over the week^ end and 
the authorities knew it was coming. It 
was held to be a part of the general 
agitation of labor against the polloy 
of the government 4n the national coal 
trike.

Taft, Senator Harding's friends here 
observe the 1916 election was won by 
a margin of but 23 electoral votes.

Fitzgerald persistently refused to eat. 
He is the Urst hunger striker to die in 
Ireland.

estimate ot 12,120,000 bales with the 
chances of exceeding these figures, as- 
the weather since tho report was 
compiled has been Ideal. The figures 
for most of the crops are above the 
live-year 'average. In the case of cot- 
ton the satisfactory yield Is compli- 
cated by the> current decline Id. price, 
which is attributed by many to in- 
sufficient 
banking 
accommodation, 


although without any warrant for the 
opinion. Effort to check the move- 
ment of cotton by violent methods, 
such as are being attempted in some 
parts of the South, may produce a 
bad reaction on business and is not 
likely to help the producer. The simi- 
lar attempt of wheat growers to main- 
tain wheat at a high level Is not likely 
to succeed, whether with or without 
banking assistance.
